PRESIDENT IS NOT A DICTATOR 
Ju st why any body shou ld fear that Congress, 
by granting President Roosev elt ex traordinary 
powers, is tu rning him into a dictator, is a thing 
v ery hard to figu re ou t. 
It is perfectly tru e that the powers already 
giv en Mr. Roosev elt, together with those pro­ 
posed for him bu t not y et definitely granted, are 
far greater than any powers ev er before giv en to 
a peace-time president. 
It is perfectly tru e that ex ecu tiv e au thority 
centered in the White Hou se today is greater 
than that wielded by any other presidents, with 
the possible ex ception of Lincoln and Wilson. 
Bu t does this mak e him a dictator? 
Not if y ou u se that word in its ordinary mean­ 
ing. Not if su ch men as Mu ssolini, Hitler, Stalin 
and Kemal Pasha are dictators. 
A dictator, to begin with, is almost alway s a 
“man on horseback .” Behind him, whether he is 
actu ally a military man or not, can be heard the 
clank ing accou trements of an army . His power, 
in the last analy sis, rests on force. At the first 
threat to his program, at the first attempt to re­ 
du ce his power, he pu ts this force to work — 
ru thlessly and decisiv ely . The bay onet, rather 
than the ballot, is his u ltimate su pporter. 
Does any of this apply in ev en the remotest 
way to President Roosev elt? Is his power ev en 
slightly dependent on the troops at the army 
posts abou t Washington, or on the warships that 
anchor occasionally in the Potomac? 
Those q u estions are so absu rd that merely by 
ask ing them we see how u nlik e a dictatorship 
the presidency of Mr. Roosev elt really is. 
What is actu ally tak ing place is not a denial 
of tru e democracy bu t a cu lmination of it. An 
effort is being made in Washington to mak e lead­ 
ership effectiv e; to hav e done with petty delay s 
and a mu ltitu de of conflicting cou nsels. We, the 
people, pu t Mr. Roosev elt where he is; we can 
pu t him ou t again if we choose. Congress can 
check mate him if it wishes. His power is a loan, 
and the loan can be called if it seems adv isable. 
Democracy today is in a crisis, and to get ou t 
of it it has to giv e its chosen leader ex traordinary 
powers. Bu t to say that democracy has abdicated 
its fu nctions and giv en place to a dictatorship is 
simply absu rd. 


ESCAPING HARD REALITY 
The u nmanly art of ev ading hard reality is a 
trait that has no place in the mak e-u p of a man 
of ou tstanding character. The man who admired 
and well accepted is the man who faces each 
situ ation sq u arely and shou lders his share or 
more of the bu rdens that present themselv es. 
Yet there are many , many people who prac­ 
tice ev asion of responsibility and u nwelcomed 
task s at ev ery opportu nity . Why is this trait 
so prev alent? There is alway s a sou rce to ev ery 
fact. 
The practice of escaping reality originates in 
childhood. It is as natu ral as any other habit of 
hu man natu re and since it is an u ndesirable 
habit, it is one that ev ery parent shou ld striv e 
to cu rb in their children. 
There are all sorts of things from which chil­ 
dren, lik e older people, are apt to seek escape. 
Responsibility , hard work , competition and dif­ 
ficu lt social adju stments are all among the things 
which children sometimes try to ev ade. 
The methods of escape are endless. Perhaps 
it is an earache u ntil after time for school to 
start for the day . Possibly an u nu su al interest 
elsewhere than where there is work to do. Some­ 
times imaginary fears that are manu factu red on 
pu rpose. All sorts of ex cu ses that do not ex ist. 
All of these lead on to a habit that lasts throu gh­ 
ou t life. 
The child who u ses the techniq u e of ev asion 
shou ld nev er be allowed to get away with it. If 
he is allowed to, the parents are doing him a 
grav e inju stice. He shou ld be made to face the 
facts, and act u pon them in straightforward way . 
He will be a mu ch better citizen when he grows 
u p if he does.

Why not dismiss those congressmen who hav e 
pledged themselv es to v ote for all administration 
measu res and sav e their salaries?

WALL STREET ETIQUETTE 
EDITOR REPUBLICAN: 
“‘Grand larceny is all right, if 
it is GRAND enou gh’" according 
to Hearst of the Hearst newspa­ 
per as q u oted by Brisbane a few 
week s ago. For the “common 
thief” the plain Bible doctrine 
“let him restore the pledge, giv e 
again that which he hath tak en” 
is applicable; bu t for the Wall 
street gambler it is q u ite proper 
for the gov ernment to borrow’ his 
ill-gotten gains, giv ing a gov ­ 
ernment note, bearing interest, 
signed by “all of u s.” 
A few week s ago, I ask ed the 
"reconstru ction corporation” to 
fu rnish me a loan for the coming 
season, and ip this loan to in­ 
clu de one third of my ou t­ 
standing accou nts; div iding my 
pay ments to them ov er a period 


of three y ears. Their representa­ 
tiv e replied lik e an au tocrat of 
the Czar of Ru ssia: “It is not 
worth while to spend time . on 
that proposition." 
A few y ears ago, I ask ed a 
“long time” loan from the Fed­ 
eral Land Bank , and was told 
that they regarded a farm of less 
than forty acres as not being a 
good inv estment, and refu sed me 
the loan. Henry Ford has forgot­ 
ten all abou t that principle, 
k nown to economists as “the di­ 
v ision of labor,” and is placing 
his ov ersu pply of labor in com­ 
petition with the gardeners of 
the nation, who hav e fou ght 
“bu gs” and fu ngu s-diseases for 
half a centu ry , and is pu tting 
these gardeners ou t of bu siness 
by his wholesale in nu mbers. 
There are sev eral pages of this 
that shou ld be written, bu t I will 
close this page with a short story 
illu strating Wall street greed: 
In a neighboring cou nty , a 
y ou ng man applied at a farm 
hou se for work . The farmer in­ 
v ited him into break fast. On this 
particu lar morning, cold chick en 
was serv ed in nice thin slices of 
white and dark meat. The y ou ng 
man helped himself q u ite liber­ 
ally , a nu mber of times to the 
white meat of the chick en. After 
break fast, the farmer said to 
him: “Now I am not going to hire 
y ou , bu t I wish to giv e y ou a bit 
of adv ice and inform y ou that 
eating all the w’hite meat of the 
chick en, at table, is the height of 
etiq u ette.” I wish to inform the 
Wall street gamblers that “eat­ 
ing all the white meat of the 
chick en is the height of etiq u ette 
—whatev er that is!

As 
here-before 
stated 
the 
Walk er family of which I write, 
came from Scotland and settled 
near Charleston, S. C., in 1756 
and mov ed to North Carolina in 
1784. From there they mov ed to 
Scott cou nty , Ky ., and on to 
Ohio in 1792. 
The fou r older members of 
the family —James and wife and 
their son, John, and wife all 
died at Andersonv ille in Fay ette 
cou nty , Indiana. James died at 
the age of 96, his wife (Catherine 
Hogan) died at the age of 94. 
Their dau ghter, Nancy , was past 
one hu ndred when she died and 
her brother, John, was 84 when 
he died while his wife Elizabeth 
(Mennet) Walk er liv ed to be 89. 
Elizabeth was of French-Swiss 
descent and it is said that Swit­ 
zerland cou nty , Indiana, was so 
named, becau se of a Swiss col­ 
ony planted there at an early 
date. 
Longev ity was characteristic of 
the Walk er family , as well as 
their consorts. Another habit 
not common in the Carolinas 
was, that few of the family u sed 
tobacco or liq u or in an early day . 
Smok ing was common among 
the women of old age and the 
clay pipe was as mu ch a neces­ 
sity as is now, a pack age of 
“Camels” 
with 
the 
modern 
“smart set.” James Walk er and 
son, John, nev er u sed tobacco in 
any form and there are men y et 
liv ing who k new John Walk er, 
Sr., (“Hog Walk er") and can 
testify to his bu ild and strength. 
All were possessed with “tem­ 
per” of the Scotch-Irish v ariety 
and is fou nd y et in their de­ 
scendants, when th e Walk er 
blood predominates. You are not 
to u nderstand from this state­ 
ment that they were ill-natu red 
or q u arrelsome bu t that while 
not aggressiv e they were deadly 
foes of aggression. 
Orrin E. Walk er of Gary , Ind., 
au thor of memoirs from which 
I q u ote, pu ts it this way when 
reciting the characteristics of 
the family — “From their Scotch 
fore-fathers the 
Walk ers ac­ 
q u ired habits of fru gality and in­ 
du stry . From their Irish, in their 
blood they hav e their ‘tempers,’ 
their pu gnacity and q u ick re­ 
sentment 
of 
imposition 
and 
w’rong, and from the Swiss they 
get the lov e of freedom, ju stice 
and right.” 
The pioneer spirit was alway s 
strong in the family as witness 
their many migrations from the 
sou th to Indiana. The combativ e 
temperament of the family made 
soldiers of many members of the 
family . James was a Rev olu tion­ 
ary soldier and du ring the Civ il 
war Theodore, Jeremy , Alex , and 
John Walk er, Jr., with John Mc- 
Math were Union soldiers. John 
McMath and “Jeremy ” Walk er 
were badly wou nded in that con­ 
flict. James M. Macy was a regu ­ 
lar and serv ed in the Philippine 
war, while James F. and William 
J. Walk er seized in the World 
war. 
* Jo hn Wa lker, Sr., died in Rich­ 


land township, April 4, 1877 of 
congestion of the lu ngs. The 
pall bearers were, Bu ford L. Con­ 
nor, Thomas G. Anderson, Tho­ 
mas Mitchell, William Anderson, 
Archibal 
Miller 
and 
William 
Hamilton—all since passed away . 
Elizabeth Walk er, wife of John 
Walk er, Sr., was born in Ger- 
rard cou nty , Ky ., Nov . 29, 1802, 
dau ghter of Samu el Mennet, who 
was born in Switzerland cou nty , 
Ind., where there was a colony 
of Swiss. It was here that John 
Walk er met and married Eliza­ 
beth Mennet, Au g. 4, 1819. In 1832 
they came to Fay ette cou nty , 
Ind., and bu ilt a log hou se ju st 
west of Andersonv ille. 
While liv ing at Bry ant’s Sta­ 
tion where a stock ade had been 
bu ilt, as protection against the 
Indians, a hostile party of In­ 
dians made an attempt to de­ 
stroy the fort and massacre the 
settlers. They stealthily crept u p 
in the bu shes near the spring 
and watched their opportu nity 
to “ru sh” the fort. Inside this 
stock ade were bu ilt log hou ses 
to shelter the_settlers. Soon the 
settlers needed water bu t were 
aware of the presence of the In­ 
dians and k new if any man went 
to the spring he wou ld be k illed. 
In this delimna they conceiv ed 
the idea of sending children aft­ 
er water, rightly reasoning that 
the sav ages wou ld not molest 
the children. This was done and 
seemingly u nconsciou s of danger, 
the brav e y ou ng folk s—boy s and 
girls—went to the spring and re­ 
tu rned u nmolested to the fort. 
Among those children was Eliza- 
zeth Mennet. On their retu rn 
the settlers tu rned loose a mu r­ 
derou s rifle fire and drov e the 
Indians 
from 
their 
hiding. 
Knowledge of woodcraft was a 
trait that early settlers soon 
learned, better ev en than the 
Indians. 
Elizabeth 
(Mennet) 
Walk er 
died at her home, Dec. 25, 1891, 
at the age of 89. Serv ices were 
held at the local United Breth­ 
ren chu rch of which she was a 
member and interment was in 
the Brick School Hou se cemetery 
where slept her hu bsand. Her life 
had been bu rdened with many 
sorrows. Death so often brou ght 
her sadness, which only a moth­ 
er can feel. Her son, Warren, 
died at the age of eighteen 
months; Sebu m was poisoned, 
when a child of three; Simeon 
died of brain ¿ev er at six teen; 
Ira died at twenty -three; Calv in 
went west and died in Oregon; 
and Merrett died in Illinois—six 
sons of a family of thirteen. 
Catherine (Hogan) Walk er, the 
little fou rteen y ear old Irish girl, 
who married the eighteen y ear 
old Scotch lad, James Walk er, at 
Charleston, Sou th Carolina, was 
bom in Ireland in 1746 and died 
at the home of her oldest son, 
John Walk er, near Andersonv ille 
in 1840. She too is bu ried in the 
Brick School Hou se cemetery be­ 
fore mentioned. 
She ha d three bro thers na me­ 
ly , Jo hn, Lewis a nd Ev ilmo nt. 


Her family in this cou ntry were 
mou ntaineers. Early in life she 
learned to spin and weav e flax 
and did mu ch of it while resid­ 
ing in Kentu ck y . Her lik es and 
dislik es were that of her blood 
and come down throu gh her pos­ 
terity . She smok ed a clay pipe 
in strange contrast with her hu s­ 
band who nev er u sed tobacco. 
A k nowledge of spinning and 
weav ing was v ery v alu able in 
early day s as cloth was scarce 
and clothing, a necessity , was 
scarce. Early in life she had 
learned the art of spinning and 
weav ing, which serv ed her wants 
and that of her neighbors. 
Characteristics 
and 
habits, 
when dominant, are transmitted 
to and descendants hav e ev er 
been of a “hardy peasantry ” ty pe 
and spent little time ru nning for 
office or hu nting “soft snaps.” 
Nor do we find them prominent 
in cou rt circles in the state v er­ 
su s colu mn. “May their tribe in­ 
crease.” 
Abou t the time the Carolina 
Walk ers came to Ru sh cou nty , 
John Walk er of Virginia came 
west and as most other settlers 
did, they too stopped for a time 
in western Ohio. John Walk er 
was born Dec. 16, 1793, in Virgin­ 
ia and came with his father to 
Ross cou nty , Ohio. He was a son 
of Charles and Jane (Short) 
Walk ei‘. When twenty -two he 
was married to Ellen R. Jefferson 
of English descent and in 1818 
came with his family to Fay ette 
cou nty , Indiana. Here he located 
near where Ly on’s Station now 
stands, while h e’entered land in 
Ru sh cou nty , to which he mov ed 
in 1823. 
In a prev iou s chapter I gav e 
the history of this family , bu t 
hav e no way of k nowing if any 
relationship , ex isted 
between 
them. There is a wealth of good 
“pick in’” in Ripley township if 
only it cou ld be u ncov ered. 
Orrin E. Walk er, grandson of 
John Walk er, Sr., and son of 
John Walk er, Jr., and Ellen 
(Barber) Walk er, liv es at Gary , 
Ind., and is the au thor of the 
"Walk er biography ,” which is 
not y et complete. He married a 
teacher, Lou ise Mitch, and they 
hav e a boy named Robert W.

“Here in America I want to see 
them mak e v iolins the eq u al of 
the fine instru ments of Cremo­ 
na. I can tell them how.” 
Horv ath, small and frail, is 73. 
“I am v ery old now,” he said. 
“My chemical ex periments hav e 
had their effect, as y ou can see. 
My doctor say s he giv es me six 
months.” 
We were in his second-story 
establishment, 
which 
is 
his 
home, his work -shop and his 
place for display ing the resu lts 
of his ex periments. This is on 
Blast Blighty -fifth street, in the 
heart of York v ille, where so 
many of New York ’s Germans 
and Hu ngarians are assembled. 
Horv ath is from Hu ngary . He 
came to this cou ntry 42 y ears 
ago. 
I don’t k now any thing abou t 
v iolins. I merely q u ote an old 
man who has giv en his life to 
them; who started mak ing v io­ 
lins when a boy back in Hu n­ 
gary —inspired by the gy psy mu ­ 
sicians. 
Design and age hav e little to 
do with the su premacy of the 
“Strad,” he say s. 
Antonio’s secret lies in the 
fact that the pores of the wood 
of a Stradiv ariu s are hollow, ac­ 
cording to Horv ath, who say s he 
has learned how to achiev e this 
hollowness of pore—as dev eloped 
a filler and a v arnish to accom­ 
plish it. 
“I had the filler work ed ou t 
y ears ago. The v arnish formu la I 
only completed abou t 1930." 
After he applied his filler, which 
goes into the pores of the wood, 
he say s, he pu ts on his v arnish, 
which contains ammonia. 
“This soak s all of the filler ou t 
of the pores and charges the 
v arnish.” 
If any one wants his formu lae, 
they are welcome to them, he 
say s.
